Dr. Cook Tells of Discovering 


the North Pole. 


PUNTED FUD ON THE SPOT 


Stars and Stripes Now Wave Over the 


Goal 
Other 
Explorers 
Sought 
in 


Vain to Reach— Brooklyn Man E n ­ 


dured Great Hardships Before He 


Reached 
His 
Provision 
Stores 
at 


Etah. 


London, Sept. 4.—A special dispatch 
received here from Skagen says: 
“As 
the 
steam er 
Hana 
Egede 
steamed by I caught through 
my 
glasses a vision cf a small man in a 
dark suit and peaked cap shading his 
eyes with his hands, as if straining to 
see 
the welcome civilization 
after 
years in Icy exile. 
It was ’Dr. Cook, 
the explorer whose name Is on every 
tongue. 
He was chatting with the 
captain on the bridge, now smiling, 
now waving his hands. 
I was allowed 
to board the Hails Egede. 
“Somebody gave Dr. Cook a bouquet. 
Tears dimmed his eyes as he buried 
his 
face 
rn 
their 
fragrance. 
‘It’s 
years since I have seen flowers,’ said 
the explorer with a quiver of emotion 
In his voice. 
“I followed him to the cabin. 
His 
face was tanned from exposure. 
He 
looked the picture of splendid health. 
Only when he smiled one noticed the 
loss of two teeth 
‘A fight with a po-, 
I ar bear did that.,’ he said. 
'You can 
tell the world,” the explorer continued, 
‘that I am In better condition than 
at any time and look forward with an 
appetite to the festivities that are 
promised me. 
My’ dinner has been 
poor these past few years, and I shall 
have to make up for it.’ 
“Dr. Cook then briefly described his 
Journey. 
Regarding his discovery, he 
said: 
The Great Day. 


‘“ Then came April 21. 
That was 
the great day. 
We looked for the sun. 
As soon as we got it I made several 
observations. 
Great joy came over 
us. 
We were only sixteen miles from 
the desired spot. 
I said to myself, 
bully from Frederick. 
Then we went 
on. 
“ ‘The last stretch was the easiest 
I ever made in my life, although I had 
still ^o make two observations and 
the Ice was very broken here. 
But 
my spirits were high and I shouted 
like a boy. 
The Eskimos looked at 
one another, surprised at my gaiety. 
They did not share my Joy. 
“ ‘I felt that I ought to be there. 
I made my last observation and found 
that I was standing on the pole. 
“ ‘My feelings? Well I was too tired 
really to feel any sensation. 
I planted 
the 9tar3 and Stripes in the ice field 
and my heart grew warm when I saw 
It wave In the wind.’ 
“How does the North Pole look?” 
was asked. 
“ ‘Well,’ said Dr. Cook smiling, ‘it 
amounts to the size of a twenty-five 
cent piece. 
There is nothing but ice, 
ice, no water, but ice. 
There were 
more holes here than at the S7ih de­ 
gree, which shows there is more move­ 
ment and drift here; but this and v 
other observations I made afterwards 
—when I got more settled. 
I stopped 
two days at the pole and I assure you 
it wasn’t easy to say goodby to the 
spot. 
“ ‘As I was sitting at the pole I 
could not help smiling at the people 
who on my return would call the 
whole expedition a humbug. I was 
sure the people would say that I had 
bought my two witnesses and that 
my notebook with my dally observe 
tlons had been manufactured on board 
this ship. 


Only Word of Eskimos. 


“ ‘The only thing I can put up 
against this is what the York Eskimos 
have told Knud Rasmussen. 
Let the 
skeptics who disbelieve my story go 
to the North Pole. 
There they will 
find a small brass tube which I buried 
under the flag. 
That tube contains a 
chort statement about my trip. 
I 
could not leave my visiting card be­ 
cause I didn’t happen to have one 
with me. 
“ ‘Perhaps,’ the explorer added dry­ 
ly, *1 should have stayed there longer 
had it not begun to freeze us in our 
idleness. The Eskimos were*uneasy 
and the dogs howled fearfully. There­ 
fore on April 23 I again turned my 
nose southward, 
which was 
much 
easier, as you cannot turn your nose 
In any other direction when you stand 
at the pole.’ 
“Describing the return Journey, Dr. 
Cook said: 
“ 'Fortune 
now 
smiled. We 
did 
^tw enty miles per day until we reached 
" ijie ominous 87th degree. I felt the 


fee 
moving 
eastward 
carrying 
us 
with it. 
A terrible fog swept around 
us and kept us for three weeks. 
We 
got no further than the 84th degree. 
Then began a heavy walk toward 
Helbergsland and another three weeks 
of fog. 
When that cleared I saw we 
had drifted sow th west to Ringnest- 
land, where we found open water and 
tower-high screw ice, which stopped 
our way eastward. 
“ ‘We now began to suffer hunger. 
Our provisions were becoming ex 
haustea and we were unable to find 
our depots. 
We entered Ringnestland 
and on June 20 found the lust animals 
on our return—hear and seal. 
We 
shot a bear. 
“ ‘And now our goal was the whal­ 
ers a* Lancaster sound. 
We followed 
the drift ice to ’the south eight miles 
a day but were stopped by pack ice in 
Wellington channel, which was Im­ 
passable either by boat or sledge. 
Here was lots of game, but we did 
not dare shoot it. 
We had only taken 
IOO bullets to the Pole and now only 
fifteen 
were 
left. 
We 
went 
into 
Jones sound after walrus and bear 
and found open, calm water. 
We met 
polar wolves, with which some of our 
dogs made friends and ran away. 
“ ‘Now we spent day and night in 
an open boat ten miles from shore.. 
This lasted two months, while storms 
often raged over our beads. 
At last 
we got ashore again, but we had no 
fuel and were obliged to eat birds 
raw. 
One day we found fuel, and 
what a feast v/e had 
But we suf­ 
fered much from hunger during this 
period. 
One night a bear came and 
stole our food. 
We had many fights 
with musk oxen which attacked us. 
Our best weapon against them was 
the lasso.’ ” 
The correspondent’s story quotes 
Dr. Cook as saying in conclusion: 
“ ‘Say that the lay we reached our 
provision steres at Etah was a greater 
day than April 21. 
I long to get back 
to civilization, to move among my fel­ 
low men; I long to press my wife to 
my heart. 
I am the happiest man liv­ 
ing. 
Tell the world I thank God I ain 
back.’ ” 


DR. COOK HAS THE PROOF 


Explorer W ill Subm it Data to Prove 
H is Claim. 
Copenhagen, Sept. 4.—All Denmark 
is awaiting the arrival of Dr. Frede 
rick A. Cook. 
A regal welcome awaits 
the man whose announcement from 
Lerwick on Sept. I, that he had dis 
covered the North Pole, startled the 
entire civilized world. 
The steamer H ans Egede, on which 
the explorer is returning from the fro­ 
zen North, has passed Skagen, the 
Northern extremity of Denmark, and 
is expected to steam into the sound 
soon. 
Added interest has been lent the 
occasion by the definite statement of 
Dr. Cook in an interview off Skagen 
that he is able to submit data which 
will prove beyond cavil that he has at­ 
tained the goal which for centuries 
had been the objective of explorers. 
* He said he was quite prepared to 
learn that jealous persons were at 
work endeavoring to cast doubt upon 
his work, but that he stood ready to 
give over his figures for a test by any 
scientific authority. 


REPORT PROVED TO BE FALSE 


No Settlement of Pennsylvania Strike 
at Hand. 
Pittsburg, Sept. 4.—For a brief time 
rumor had it that a settlement of the 
Pressed Steel Car company strike was 
at 
hand. 
Later, 
however, 
it 
was 
learned that General Superintendent 
Rider of the company had agreed to 
meet the strikers’ executive commit­ 
tee individually, but would not con­ 
sent to receive the committee as a 
whole. 
Prospects for an adjustment 
of the long drawn out trouble were 
immediately dissipated when the at­ 
titude of the company official was 
made known. 
Conditions in the strike district are 
quiet. 
More strikers’ families moved 
out of the company houses, and the 
state troops continued the rigid patrol 
of the streets. 


PRESIDENT CALLS ON MOODY 


Visits Sick Member of the Supreme 
Court. 
Haverhill, Mass., Sept 4.—President 
William H. Taft made an informal 
call upon Associate Justioe William 
H. Moody of the United States su­ 
preme court at the latter's home here. 
President Taft with several other 
members of the party which had come 
up from Beverly in an automobile, en­ 
tered the sick room. It was said that 
the president found Justioe Mostly 
resting comfortably. During the hall 
hour which the call lasted the con­ 
versation was limited to greetings, per­ 
sonal subjects, including tho justice's 
illness, aud other commonplace mat­ 
ters.

Pittsburg, Sept. 4.—Four persons 
were killed and ihirty-six others in­ 
jured, several perhaps fatrtlly, when 
train No. 5, westbound on the Balti 
more and Ohio railroad, known as the 
Royal Blue limited 
run’ ag between 
New York and Chi' m o, svas wrecked 
at Chewton, F’a., fo; t>-t ight miles from 
this city. 
T he tram ran into a bro 
ken 
rail, 
supposed 
to 
have 
been 
caused by ti ain wreck! rs, and the en 
gine, two 
Pullmans, and two 
da> 
coaches were thrown from the track. 
The cars immediately took fire. 
Relief trains were sent to the seem' 
from this city an I Newcastle, Pa., and 
the dead and injured were removed tc 
a hospital at the latter place. 
The 
engineer and fireman of the train wort 
killed and two passengers died on 
the way to the hospital. 
Among tho 
dead are:

John 
Dill 
of 
Chicago 
Junction 
and 
Baggagemaster 
John 
Wheateroft of Chicago Junction. 
C. Cavanaugh, boiler inspector, was 
crushed, probably fatally. 
The 
train 
was 
westbound 
from 
Pittsburg to Chicago. 
It was whirl­ 
ing along at fifty miles an hour when 
the engine suddenly jumped the track 
and in a second the whole train had 
turned turtle into a deep ditch. 
The 
railroad 
officials 
claim 
the 
wreck was caused by fiends who re­ 
moved two fish plates, moved the 
north tail inside and removed the 
spikes for a rail’s length. 
An investi­ 
gation after the wreck showed that 
the fish plates and spikes were miss­ 
ing. 


AMEBIC A'S VVELCO ME 


TO EXPLORER GOOK 


May Be Feature of the Hudson- 


Fulton Celebration. 


New York, Sept. 4.—America’s we I 
come to Dr. Frederick A. Cook will be 
made one of the principal events of 
the Hudson-Fulton celebration if the 
explorer can be persuaded to hasten 
his return so as to reach New York 
before the end of September. 
To this 
end the board of directors of the Ex­ 
plorers’ club held a meeting and sent 
a cablegram urging Dr. Cook to be 
the guest of honor at the club’s Hud- 
aon-Fulton dinner on Sept. 30. 
The 
message was sent to Copenhagen, to 
be delivered when the explorer lands 
there from the Hana Egede. 
If a fa­ 
vorable reply is received, steps will 
be taken at once to make Sept. 30 
Cook day at the Hudson-Fulton cele­ 
bration and a substantial sum will be 
raised to make his arrival home an 
event corresponding to the unparal­ 
leled character of his achievement. 
If the plans of the Explorers’ club 
meet wit 
Dr. Cook’s approval and 
the date tentatively selected is ap­ 
pointed for the official welcome, an in­ 
ternational character will be lent to 
the celebration by the presence in 
New York at that time of several of 
the most prominent explorers of other 
countries, who will add their tribute 
to the official and unofficial ovations 
of city, 
state 
and nation. 
Among 
those who have already made plans 
to be in America at the time of the 
celebration 
are 
Dr. 
Fridtjof 
Nan­ 
sen, whose memorable North Pole ex­ 
pedition of 1903 reached the highest 
latitude until then attained; Dr. Otto 
Q. Nordenskjold, the Swedish Antarc­ 
tic explorer and geologist; Captain 
Roald Amundsen, the hero of th* 
Northwest passage, who is now fitting 
out a Polar expedition to start early 
next year; Dr. Stephenson, the Nor­ 
wegian explorer; and possibly Lieu­ 
tenant Shackelton, the English naval 
officer whose explorations in the Ant 
arctic led him to the farthest South­ 
ern point ever reached by man.

AMERICAN BOAT IS VICTOR 


Wins Fourth Race 
in International 
Match. 
Marblehead, 
Mass., Sept. 
4.—The 
fourth international Sonderklnsse race 
for the President Taft and .Governor 
Draper cups was won by the Joyette, 
owned by Commodore W. H. Childs of 
the Bensonhurst Yacht club of Brook­ 
lyn, in the presence of the president 
of the United States, the secretary of 
the navy and a host of onlookers. The 
president witnessed the contest from 
the bridge of the United States steam 
yacht Sylph, and several members of 
his family were with him. 
The Joyette was extremely fortu­ 
nate to win the race for the Hevella 
the German challenger, led the fleet 
of six yachts at the end of the first 
trip over the windward and leeward 
course, while the Joyette was an even 
three minutes behind her in fourth 
place. 
Going out to windward for the sec­ 
ond time the Joyette split tacks with 
the fleet and took a long hitch to the 
southeast, while the other racers stood 
in shore on the port tack. 
Hevella 
footed very fast, but Joyette, sailing 
off by herself, ran Into the fresh 
breeze that her skipper, W. W. Suan, 
had scented before completing the 
first round, fcid in a very few rn'mites 
it was plain to the onlookers that the 
Brooklyn boat had worked into the 
lead. 
Had one of the Gerjnan boats 
followed the request of the commit 
tee to chase any American boat that 
split tactics, the result might have 
been different. 
Jovette’s victory gives her two legs 
on the Taft cup and ties her with the 
Ellen for the Draper cup. 
All the 
boats which have not won a race in 
the scries, Wolf, Sechund II. and 
Margarethe, are now eliminated from 
the remaining contests. 


CLUE TO LONE TRAIN ROBBER 


Furnished by Latest Holdup in Penn­ 
sylvania. 
Lewiston. Pa., Sept. 4.—A lone high­ 
wayman, believed to be the man who 
robbed the Pennsylvania railroad train 
near here several nights ago, held up 
a prominent citizen and his family 
on a public road not far from the place 
where the train robbery was commit­ 
ted, and it is believed that the cap­ 
ture of the bandit is a m atter of but 
a few hours. 
Tho latest holdup oc­ 
curred on the same mountain range 
as the train robbery and more than 
a half hundred detectives have the 
raountian surrounded. 
All roads are 
under guard and the search for the 
bandit will be resumed at daybreak. 


Cyclone in Sicily. 
Catina, Sicily, Sept. 4.—The village 
of Scordia was almost wiped out by 
a cyclone. 
Five persons were killed 
and fifty injured, ten of whom suffered 
grave 
hurts. 
One 
hundred 
houses 
were completely demolished and many 
others unroofed. 
The cyclone was 
accompanied by a torrential rain.

GENERAL STRIKE OF 
I 


MILL OPERATIVES1 


Twenty Thousand May Quit ai 


New Bedford, Mass. 


New Bedford, Mass., Sept. 4.—A 
general strike of the 20,000 cotton 
mill operatives in this city is threat 
ened as a esult of the refusal of the 
m anagers to restore the IO per cent 
cut in wages made in March, 1908. 
At a meeting of the textile council a 
formal refusal of the mill owners was 
received. 
The delegates to the council had 
expected that the manufacturers would 
offer to advance wager, 5 per cent, if 


not to make a complete restoration, 
and the letter front the mill treasurers 
created considerable surprise. 
The delegates to the* council dis­ 
cussed the wage question at great 
length and finally It was decided to 
propose to the Manufacturers’ asso­ 
ciation that the issue be submitted to 
arbitration before special meetings of 
the individual unions were called to 
take action on the refusal to increase 
wages. 
There is much unrest in lo­ 
cal textile circles and it is the gen­ 
eral opinion that the majority of the 
unions will declare for a strike unless 
concessions are made. 


Launch Cut iii Two. 
New York, Sept. 4.—Thirty persona, 
many of them women, were thrown 
into Sheepshead bay by the ramming 
of the fifty-foot launch Magnolia by 
the launch Nettie. 
The Magnolia was 
cut completely in two, but fortunately 
the accident occurred so near the 
shore that there was no loss of life.

Holds That The Land Discovered by 
Dr. Cook on His W ay to the North 


Ie of No Use to Any Country— Land 


Discovered by Many Other Explor­ 


ers Still Remains Unclaimed. 


Washington, Sept. 3.—State depart­ 
ment officials are of the opinion that 
It is of little consequence to the 
United States what lands Dr. Cook 
has discovered on his way to the 
North Pole, so far as actual territorial 
possession is concerned. 
It is recalled by the department offi­ 
cials that ever since 1828 American 
explorers in both thq^Arctic and Ant­ 
arctic have discovered vast areas of 
land to which no claims were ever 
made. 
Admiral 
Wilkes 
found 
the 
Antartic a territory of more than IOO,- 
OOO square miles In area, and Dr. 
Kane made large discoveries in the 
Arctic, but no effort has ever been 
made by the United States to assert 
its right to them. 
General Greeley 
some years ago located lands which 
never before were known to exist. 
Many of the world’s great naviga­ 
tors, have, from time to time, made 
their discoveries to which no claim 
was ever made. 
The principal rca 
son for this, however, is said to be 
that these lands in every instance, 
wore almost inaccessible and abso­ 
lutely of no value. 
The Islands of Spitsbergen, which 
wore discovered many years ago, are 
still without a recognised owner. On 
the maps these islands are designated 
as belonging to Russia, but her claim, 
it 
ever asserted, 
has 
never 
been 
recognized. 
These 
islands are not 
only accessible but have developed 
some thriving industries, and only 
within the past very few years has 
any effort been made to exercise over 
i them any jurisdiction of authority. 
Recently, 
however, 
a 
conference 
has been suggested of representatives 
of countries having interests in them 
to provide some sort of administration 
for their government. 
The "United 
States probably will be represented 
by reason of the fact that the only 
Important coal mines in the territory 
are operated by Americans. 
As to the particular territory which 
Dr. Cook is said to have discovered 
the statement was made that it was 
quite probable that these lauds would 
be found to be an extension of Hip 
mainland of Greenland and if so, they 
belong to Denmark. 
At any rate, it 
is extremely improbable, it is said, 
that the United States would attempt 
to assert sovereignty over them.

To Chicago, Milwaukee, New York, 
Boston and the large manufacturing 
centers of the East, the bishop is send­ 
ing circulars printed in German, Pol­ 
ish and English, telling the advant­ 
age of the plan he has to offer and 
urging wage earners now struggling 
for a livelihood in the great East to 
grasp the opportunity. While it is 
desired that as many Catholics as pos­ 
sible will seize the opportunity to get 
close to the soil, there will be no dis­ 
crimination as to religion and no per­ 
son of desirable character will be re­ 
fused an opportunity to share in the 
advantages the colonies will offer. 
While the land is owned by a St. Paul 
land company, the latter will make 
no sales except upon the recommenda­ 
tion of Bishop McGolrick. 
The prop­ 
erty covers a district about 50 miles 
in length, reaching from Akeley on 
the east to Detroit City on the west. 
Bishop McGolrick has personally in­ 
spected it from border to border and 
says it is one of the richest farming 
spots he has ever seen.
